New Jer- 
sey, but three dollars, and half that sum 
after forty days. As we come South we 
find the pay increasing. Maryland pays 
fi¢e-doHars; Virginia six dollars; South 
‘Capolina, under negro and radical rule, 
pa) s only six dollars. Our neighbor, Ten- 
nessee, pays tour dollars in gold, less than 
six dollars in eurrency ; Alabama six dol- 
lars; Kentucky five dollars. 

Let us go Westward, still further, and 
we find that the wealthy States of Mis- 
souri, Indiana, Ohio and Minnesota pay 
but fle dollars; whilst Iowa, IIIInois, 
Kansas and Michigan pay but three dol- 
lars, Wisconsin three dollars and fifty 
cents. In some ofthese States the perdiem 
is reduced to one-half the amounts stated, 
where'the sessions are prolonged beyond 
forty days. 

Now, Mr. Speaker. it does appear to me 
that if the representatives of the people of 
the great and flourishing States of the 
North and West can afford to perform the 
services for three and five dollars, we cér- 
tainly can afford to perform similar service 
for seven dollars as contemplated by this 
bill. Six dollars, in my opinion, would be 
a more equitable sum. in view of the dis- 
tressed and impoverished condition of the 
State. I hnow sir, that Fam undertaking 
a difficult task, that of reducing the pay 
of men who have it in their own power to 
fix the pay for themselves. From indica~ 
tions here to-day, and from what I have 
seen und heard elsewhere, a lay 154 mi * 
increase the already extravagant 
members would receiye a mofe fa 2 
consideration, and more likely be sue- 
cessful.
